Airport growth figures 
hit by city planners

A county official, last night, admit­ 
ted that projections for the growth of 
Lompoc Airport may have been grossly 
understated — thus casting the valley 
facility into an inferior role in the quest 
for capital improvement ftinds. 
The revelation came to light during 
a Lompoc Planning Commission study 
of the proposed County Master Plan 
of Airports. Lompoc Airport is a county 
facility. 
The official, 
Paul Price, assistant 
director of county public works, told 
the city commission that the county’s 
projections for Lompoc Airport for the 
years through 1980, were based on rough 
estim ates of air traffic volume in 1967. 
Lompoc Airport as shown in the Master 
plan had an estimated 18,000 perations— 
combined 
takeoffs 
and landings — 
in 1967, and a total of 35 based aircraft. 
Price said on the basis of these figures, 
country staff members working with 
Samuel Clausen, of the county planning 
department, 
estimated 
that 
Lompoc 
would have 20,114 operations in 1970 
and 39 based aircraft. Thereafter the 
projections estimated 
Lompoc 
would 
have 25,682 operations in 1980 and 50 
based aircraft. 
Price said the figures contained a lot 
of “ crystalballing.” 
"I thought the 
figures were low, but I couldn’t question 
the operator’s figures,” he said. 
Under 
questioning by the commiss­ 
ioners, Price said the projections con­ 
tained no reference to the fact that 
Lompoc Airport presently lias schedul­ 
ed passenger flights and a daily schedul­ 
ed air freight service. 
In contrast to the estimates for Lom­ 
poc, the activity at Santa Ynez Airport 
was computed from actual statistics gen- 
prated by a conventional highway traffic 
counter, Price said. He said he was 
sure the Federal Aviation Agency would 
be glad to do the same for Lompoc if 
requested. 
The m aster plan showed Santa Ynez 
Ria Airport had 40,000 operations in 
1967, and 22 based aircraft. Thereafter 
the figures were projected to 60,870 
operations in 1980 and 33 based air­ 
craft. 
William Riggs, who took over manage­ 
ment of Lompoc Airport on Jan. 1, 1968, 
told the commission he estimated the 
local airport was running at a level of

115,200 operations a year, and had 48 
aircraft presently based on the grounds. 
“ Lompoc Airport is bubbling now,” 
he said. He said the estimates on the 
number of operations in 1967 may have 
been a “ wild guess,” by the form er 
operator.

U.S. high military 


wants to bomb string 
of Cambodia bases 
SAIGON (UPI) - The U.S. military 
command has asked President Nixon to 
approve plans to attack a string ofNorth 
Vietnamese bases in Cambodia, inform­ 
ed American sources said today. 
The plans recommend the U.S. destroy 
about 12 m ilitary bases along Cambodia’s 
border with South Vietnam, either by 
a series of B52 bombing strikes or by 
massive commando raids across the 
frontier. 
Similar proposals were made at least 
twice during the administration of Pres- 
ident John^m and were rejected because 
of two recent developments, the Nixon 
administration is giving the latest U.S. 
command 
request “ serious considers 
tion,” the sources said. 


The Lompoc City Council last night appointed a 37-member citizens com­ 
mittee to help sell the public on the need for a $500,000 bond issue to finance 
construction of a new city fire station. 


Kenneth Wicks, adm inistrator for the Lompoc District Hospital, was named 
to head the committee. Wick, contacted by telephone during last night’s 
meeting, agreed to accept the post. Sub-committee chairman for the commit­ 
tee, are expected to be appointed at a later date. The committee roster was 
termed “ open end” meaning that more names may be added at a later date. 
Four persons originally recommended to serve on the committee were 
dropped because they are residents of the unincorporated area and are not 
registered city voters. Mayor Robert MacClure held that although he per­ 
sonally thought they would be excellent members, that non-voters should 
not be on the committee. 


Councilman Arthur Scott disagreed. He contended they were businessmen 
and owners of property in the city and would be effected by the bond issue. 
Gene Wahlers, city administrative officer, said that the citizens committee 


would run an endorsement program and that these people could support the 
project by signing petitions. 
Wahlers said he would contact the four persons personally and so advise 
them. 
The council is expected to adopt .in ordinance at the April I regular meeting 
setting June 3 as the date for special election on the $500,000 bond issue. The 
initial public hearing will also be held on April 1.

U.S. bomb drop greater 
now than before "halt"

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The United States is dropping more tons of bombs 
in the Vietnam War than it did before a halt in the bombing of North Vietnam 
was ordered Nov. 1, an analysis of Pentagon statistics showed today. 
Since a conservative estim ate indicates that at least half the bombs were 
formerly targeted in North Vietnam, this could only mean bombing in South 
Vietnam or neighboring Laos, or both, has sharply increased. 
The increase was reflected in Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird’s revis­ 
ed budget last week whenhe said: “ Actual consumption of air munitions is now 
running at about 129,000 tons per month including the higher number of B52 
sorties. 
Form er Defense Secretary Clark M. Clifford said in January air bomb con­ 
sumption “ peaked” at 130,000 tons per month last spring “ and has been 
declining since then to about 115,000 tons a month by the end of 1968.” 
Except in term s of total tonnage the bombing increase cannot be pinpoint­ 
ed for two main reasons: 
—The bombing in Laos, which borders Vietnam for more than 1,000 miles 
and constitutes a major portion of the Ho Chi Minh Trail, has always been 
under tacit agreement with the Laotian government and no figures whatever 
are available. 
—The available statistics for South Vietnam showed the number of bomb- 
ing “ so rties” (flights) has not increased, but because there is no breakdown 
as to the types of plane used, the statistics do not show increased use of B52 
bombers, each carrying up to 15 tons of bombs. 
Laird left uncertain a question as to how much of the increase could be 
attributed to more extensive use of the B52s. In one place he said “ We have 
actually been flying the current high rate of B52 sorties since March, 1968.” 
Pentagon sources, however, said he did not mean to indicate that the rate 
of last March continued without a decline to the end of 1968. 
Laird later referred to “ the lower number of B52 so rties” and made clear 
that use of the big eight-engine jets is much more extensive than had been plan­ 
ned. He asked for an additional $102 million to finance their operation dur­ 
ing the next 15 months. 
Laird also commented that Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, U.S. commander in 
Vietnam, “ considered the B52 to be one of his most important weapons” and 
“ strongly recommended” its present rate of use be continued. 
The Johnson administration had projected air bomb consumption at 110,- 
000 tons a month for the year beginning July 1. Laird said “ we see no indi­ 
cations that consumption will decline from 129,000 tons a month during the 
next 12 to 18 months.”

Nixon-Trudeau, 
talk ABM 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nix­ 
on and Prim e Minister P ierre Elliott 
Trudeau today completed two days of dis­ 
cussions, centering around the Ameri­ 
can m issile defense system, with fresh 
professions of U.S.-Canadian cooperation 
and friendship. 
In a brief outdoor 
ceremony in the 
White House rose garden, Nixon praised 
Trudeau as a forceful and candid lead­ 
er with whom he said he had develop 
ed a close and honest relationship. 
“ We found some areas of disagreement 
but far more areas of agreem ent,’’Nixon 
said. 
Trudeau responded that his visit to the 
United States so early in the Nixon Act 
ministration was “ a symbol of the kind of 
warm relations which we have.” 
“ We have laid the groundwork, the 
foundations for consultation between our 
two countries . . . in many areas,” 
Trudeau said. 


He had been undisputed leader of the 
world’s 
fifth leargest nation for more 
than 10 years, but violent opposition from 
the right and left, coupled with wide­ 
spread rioting and mob rule in East 
Pakistan, finally forced an end to his 
near dictatorship. 
“ There is no legal and effective organ 
left besides the defense forces,” he 
said. “ All the nation demands that the 
commander of the land army, Gen. Yah­ 
ya Khan, take up his legal responsibili­ 
ties. 
“ The navy and air force of Pakistan 
are with him and all the citizens trust 
his bravery and character and patrio­ 
tism ." 
There was a dramatic pause and his 
statement, “ I have today resigned as 
President of Pakistan.” 
U.S. officials said that, based upon 
preliminary reports, resignation of the 
62-year-old Ayub appeared to be volun­ 
tary and that there were no immediate 
indications that a military coup had oc­ 
curred. 
The President's 
speech was tape 
recorded in the city of Rawalpindi and 
flown to Karachi in a special military 
plane for broadcast over Radio Pakistan 
at 7:15 p.m. (9:15 a.m . EST.) 
“ This is my last speech,” Ayub be­ 
gan. 
The president said rioting, arson and 
looting were rampant in Pakistan. He 
said there were people who were trying 
to break East Pakistan away from West 
Pakistan. 
“ Politics had come on the street,” he 
said. 
“ Despite all my efforts, I could not 
bring democracy to my country and I 
feel very sorry to announce the hand­ 
over of the country to Yahya Khan 
in 
order to maintain peace.” 


Living costs 
jump .4 % 
during Feb. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Living costs 
for Americans jumped by four-tenths of 
1 per cent in February, with no sign of 
change for March, the government re­ 
ported today. 
Higher costs for cars, homes and 
clothing boosted the lab o r Department’s 
gauge of costs — the consumer price in­ 
dex — to 124.6. 
That meant It took 
$12.46 to buy the same kind of goods 
and services available for $10 about 10 
years ago. 
The so-called base period used in the 
computations is 1957-59. 
Arnold Chase, assistant 
commis­ 
sioner of the 1-abor Department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, said the February 
level is the same as the average month­ 
ly price increase during 1968. It ex­ 
ceeds the three-tenths of 1 per cent gain 
from December to January. 
Chase 
said 
preliminary 
data 
for 
March indicated the situation would not 
improve much, if any. 
‘Early figures point to a five-tenths 
of a per cent increase in wholesale pric­ 
es in March,” Chase told reporters. 
The wholesale price gain during Febr- 
urary was four-tenths of 1 per cent. 
Chase said the increase in most re­ 
tail 
prices 
in 
February 
offset a 
decline in food costs. 
Used car prices advanced 6.1 percent 
after two months of price decline to 
lead an overall 1.1 per cent increase 
in transportation costs. Prices for auto 
repairs, insurance and parking fees also 
rose. 
Grocery prices declined by two-tenths 
of 1 per cent, including a 1.8 per cent 
decline in fruits and vegetables. 
Prices of restaurant meals and other 
food consumed away from home, how- 
ever, 
advanced 
three - tenths of 1 
per cent, Chase said. 
Housing costs rose five-tenths of 1 
per cent. Home ownership costs such as 
mortgages, 
insurance and maintenance 
registered a rise, and seven and one- 
half per cent will begin to show up on 
his charts in March. Such other hous­ 
ing expenses as rents, 
furniture and 
household textiles also rose. 
Chase termed the continued rise in 
retail prices “ puzzling” because he 
said sales volume figures have nearly 
leveled off since last fall.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Doctors treat­ 
ing former President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower described his latest heart afflic­ 
tion as “ severe.” They said his condition 
is “ guarded” and would not predict whe­ 
ther he could overcome this latest threat 
to his life. 
Walter Reed Army Hospital issued a 
mid-morning bulletin saying the78-year- 
old general spent a restful night and 
that he was having less breathing trou­ 
ble. 
However, in answer to questions sut> 
mitted by a UPI reporter, the doctors 
said the congestive heart failure afflict­ 
ing the general was “ severe.” They were 
asked if his case was mild, moderate 
or severe and, in a single-word reply, 
characterized it as severe. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on will ask Congress Wednesday to re­ 
tain the full 10 per cent Income tax sur­ 
charge through mid - 1970, Republican 
congressional leaders reported today. 
The chief executive will send a mes­ 
sage to the House and Senate expressing 
his concern over continued infaltionary 
trends in the national economy, the lead­ 
ers said after a White Hous*1 meeting 
with Nixon. 
The White House said Nixon had de­ 
cided to meet the situation “head on." 
Nixon’s message intentions — which 
have long been expected —were announc­ 
ed by the Senate and House Republican 
leaders, 
Sen. Everett M. Dirksen of 
Illinois 
and Rep. Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan. 
They spoke with reporters after a two- 
hour session involving the Pesident, his 
chief fiscal advisers and other GOP 
leaders from Capitol Hill. 
Dirksen told reporters that by cutting 
spending and maintaining present taxes, 
the Administration hoped to achieve a 
slightly larger suprlus in fiscal 1969, 
ending next June 30, than had been anti­ 
cipated in the January budget message 
by President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Johnson estimated a $1.2 billion sur­ 
plus for fiscal 1969 and $3.4 billion sur­ 
plus for fiscal 1970. 
Dirksen and Ford expressed belief 
there would be some additional federal 
savings in this fiscal year, but a larg­ 
er, more significant savings figure for 
fiscal 1970. 
The leaders said the President would 
ask for extension of the full 10 per cent 
surtax for all of fiscal 1970, running 
through June 30, 1970. 
Press Secretary 
Ronald 
Ziegler 
described the President as “ very con­ 
cerned with inflationary trends’ and said 
his message would reflect this concern 
"and his decision to meet this situation 
head cm.” 
Dirksen said he felt there was general 
agreement that inflation was “ the fore­ 
most problem” and something had to be 
done “to siphon o ff’ some of the current 
private spending, as well as making all 
possible savings in the federal area. 
Ford reported a feeling on the part of 
Nixon and his chief economic advisers 
“that we have reached the high water 
mark of inflation which was about 5 per 
cent last year.” 
Ford said there was no specific fore­ 
cast today of what the inflation rate would 
be for either calendar 1969 or fiscal 
1Э70. But he said there had been hope­ 
ful, 
expert 
estim ates that the infla­ 
tionary rate would drop to 3 per cent or 
less.

Fourth District road 
evicted 
program is announced

Ronald Reagan has been spar­ 
ed possible eviction from h i s 
rented Sacram ento home by a 
group of political supporters 
who 
bought 
the 
tudor-style 
house for m ore than $150,000. 
They will lease it to him, but 
M rs. Nancy Reagan contends 
the housing problem for Califor­ 
nia governors still is 'disgrace­ 
ful." 
The two-year lease the state’s 
first family took on the home 
expires March 31 and the land­ 
lord, form er city councilman 
Dain Domich, refused to renew' 
it. 
But Coldwell, Banker It Co. 
realto rs reported Monday t h e 
home was purchased at a price 
“ in excess of $150,000” and the 
Reagans will continue to rent it 
under the sam e term s as the 
previous agreem ent. 
“ We’U continue to pay rent. 
All we’ve done is change land­ 
lord s," M rs. Reagan said. 
But the first lady, relieved 
the anguish was over, still be­ 
lieves California should pro­ 
vide a residence for its chief ex­ 
ecutive. 
“ The whole thing is disgrace­ 
ful for the governor of the lar­ 
gest state-R onald Reagan or 
whomever it is -to be put in the 
position of not knowing where 
he is going to live,” she told a 
reporter. 
“ It’s disgraceful. California 
has got to have a mansion,” 
she added. 
Asked how she felt about the 
new arrangem ents, Mrs. Rea­ 
gan replied: 
“ We had no choice. Can you 
think of any other place where 
we could live?” 
The Reagans quit the state- 
owned executive mansion short­ 
ly after he took office in 1967. 
They complained the nearly 100- 
year-old structure was a fire 
hazard 
and 
the com m ercial 
neighborhood was ill suited for 
rearing their young son, Skip­ 
per. 
Purchasers of the home in­ 
cluded major contributors to 
Reagan’s 
19G6 
gubernatorial 
campaign: Leland M. Kaiser, 
San Francisco insurance execu­ 
tive; Henry Salvatori, southern 
California industrialist Holmes 
Tuttle, Los Angeles automobile 
dealer, and Jaquelin Hume, a 
San Francisco business execu­ 
tive. 
A spokesman for the real es­ 
tate firm said the decision was 
made to buy the home after Do. 
mich said he wanted to sell it 
after the lease expired. 
“ It is expected that the rent 
for the home will remain the 
sam e as it lias under the lease 
from Domich, although there 
could be some increase based 
upon current values of the pro­ 
perty,” the spokesman said. He 
declined to reveal how much 
rent the Reagans now pay. 
But Salvatori was reported to 
have said the rent is now $1,250 
per month. He said the purcha­ 
se rs wanted to “ save the gov­ 
ernor the em barrassm ent of 
moving.”

But he indicated he has lit­ 
tle hope of getting a new direc­ 
tor soon because psychiatrists 
and other eligible medical per­ 
sons are commanding extrem e­ 
ly high salaries in the private 
field and also are in demand 
by other California counties at 
this time also preparing to go 
into comprehensive health pro­ 
gram s. 
The county has offered up to 
$28,000 in some cases without 
landing a good prospect, it was 
shown, and Johnson said he does 
not want to endanger the entire 
county salary structure by in­ 
flated 
salaries 
for 
mental 
health personnel while realiz­ 
ing the program is needed. 
Meanwhile, the supervisors 
approved appointment 
of ad­ 
ditional physicians in the coun­ 
ty to serve as assistant county 
physicians empowered to auth­ 
orize 72-hour

on mentally disturbed persons. 
Three more were added at Lom­ 
poc and other areas to bring 
the total of about 30 now, said 
Dr. Nardo.

Sirhan's 
hypnotic 
state told 
By JACK V. FOX 
LOS 
ANGELES (UPI)-Sir- 
han B, Sirhan is so suggestive 
to hypnosis that on one occasion 
he 
was 
told to act like a 
monkey and climbed the bars in 
his 
cell 
and 
swung there, 
grimacing at his jailers. 
Dr. 
Bernard 
Diamond, 
a 
psychiatrist 
and 
university 
professor, told Sirhan’s murder 
trial jury Monday that when the 
25-year-old Arab shotRobert F. 
Kennedy he was in a self­ 
induced trance and acting like a 
"computer 
that 
had 
been 
programmed for murder.” 
Diamond said he hypnotized 
Sirhan 
on six occasions by 
waving a quarter coin about 
eight inches from his face. 
In that state, the defendant 
re-enacted the shooting, repea­ 
tedly squeezing an imaginary 
trigger, turned blue as if he was 
being choked and shouted "you 
son’of a bitch,” Diamond said. 
The doctor, who teaches law, 
criminology and psychiatry at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, said he also induced 
Sirhan to talk about the night in 
the 
Ambassador 
Hotel, and 
Sirhan described having "sexy 
thoughts” about a girl sharing 
coffee with him. 
Sirhan also wrote down in his 
cell erratic threats to Kennedy 
in a notebook similar to the 
one he put down in diaries 
found at his home. 
Diamond said the combination 
of wall mirrors, chandeliers 
and bright lights in an alcove 
of the hotel put Sirhan in the 
trance during which he killed the 
senator. He had practiced self­ 
hypnosis in his room with a 
mirror and candle, Diamond 
said. 
Defense attorney Emile Zola 
Berman offered to have Dia. 
mond put Sirhan under hypnosis 
right in the courtroom and re­ 
enact the shooting in front of 
the jury. He turned to Diamond. 
"Can you do it right here and 
now?” he asked. 
"Y es,” said Diamond. 
"Would the court entertain 
such a demonstration?” asked 
Berman. 
"The answer is ‘no,” ’ said

Sirhan’s hand and he felt no 
pain.

"Sirhan said he went back to 
his car and felt dizzy, drunk, 
sickish, tired. As he opened the 
car door he saw the gun on the 
back seat and thought ‘the Jews 
will steal my gun.’ So he put it 
in his belt and went back to the 
hotel to get coffee and sober up. 
"He said he had drunk four 
Tom Collins. Back in the hotel 
he met a girl at a coffee bar 
and she had coffee, too. Sirhan 
was asked what his thoughts 
were and he said he had sexy 
thoughts about how he could get 
the girl to leave the hotel with 
him. 
"...He went into the pantry 
and saw Senator Kennedy and a 
crowd enter from the other end. 
He said ‘they rushed at me.' At 
first he thought he wanted to 
shake Senator Kennedy's hand. 
Then the bodyguards went past 
and he was right up in contact 
with the senator and he shot 
him.” 
Diamond said he questioned 
Sirhan about the shooting in 
another hypnotic trance to this 
effect: 
Q. Did anyone pay you to 
shoot Kennedy? 
. No. 
Q. Did any Arabs tell you to 
go assassinate Kennedy? 
A. No. 
Q. You thought it out all by 
yourself? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Why did you do it? 
A. The bombers. 
Q. The bombers for Israel? 
A. Yes. 
Berman asked Diamond to 
give his opinion of Sirhan’s 
mental state when he fatally 
wounded Kennedy, 
"In my opinion at the precise 
moment of the shooting he was 
in a highly abnormal state of 
mind with a rage reaction that 
was 
the 
outgrowth 
of his 
paranoid psychology that began 
when he became confused and 
dazed 
by the 
mirrors and 
lights,” Diamond said.

Boil Water First 


For Clear Ice Cubes

DEAR POLLY—In reply to Mrs A M. S.’s request for a 
way to make clear ice cubes, I boil the water and thor­ 
oughly cool it before pouring into the ice cube trays. Noth­ 
ing could be more simple than that, and it has always 
worked for m e.—MINERVA 


DEAR POLLY -In regard to Mrs. A. M. S.’s problem of 
cloudy ice cubes, she snould set the water-filled tray on 
her kitchen counter for IV* to two hours before putting it 
in the freezing compartment. This will let the air out of 
the water. When immediately placed in the refrigerator, 
the air bubbles freeze, causing the cloudiness of the ice 
cubes. Ice machines in restaurants, which make such 
cubes, have 
air holes in the cups to prevent air from 
freezing while ice is being made —MR. K. Z. 


DEAR READERS—Experiment with both these methods 
as water varies in different parts of the country. Minerva's 
Pointer worked far better for me but another reader tells 
me that Mr. K. Z.’s always works for her. Our thanks to

Ocean fishing this last week 
has been fair to poor, varying 
according to weather conditions 
at the moment. 
One day it was perfect. The 
next it was just the opposite 
as heavy winds and seas spoil­ 
ed what would have been a per­ 
fect day and resulting in very 
limited salmon fishing. 
A few salmon that were caught 
last week were sm all with lots 
of “ shakers” being found in the 
catches. 
According to our re­ 
ports the biggest salmon taken 
in the local area this year was 
a 12-pounder 
landed by Ivan 
Rowley of Pismo Beach. 
Most fishing reports have con­ 
cerned anglers from the im­ 
mediate area surrounding the 
Port San Luis harbor area since 
the condition of foul weather and 
the two fish limit have kept 
many other 
fisherman from 
making the long haul to Avila. 
With the continued smallness 
of salmon 
present we often 
wonder as to the amount of 
lead weight left on the ocean 
bottom when the “ shaker” re­ 
leases the weight — only to 
get a free trip back to the 
ocean. 
Bottom fishing for other spe­ 
cies of fish has also been on 
the slow side with very few 
fishermen going out for the 
same reason salmon activity 
has been quiet. 
With very little to report on 
the oceans we did make a trip 
to Margarita Lake (on the north 
side of the Cuesta Grade in 
San Luis Obispo County) after 
hearing catfishing was “ hot” 
there. 
We arrived only to hear the 
usual cry of “ You should have 
been here last week!” Our ef­ 
forts went for naught asneither 
of a party of three could even 
get a nibble — not even a 
bite from a bluegill. Checking 
with other fishermen around the 
lake the only catches we could 
find were six sm all bullhead. 
Perhaps there is something 
wrong with this reporter. We 
have been accused of serving as 
a “ jinx” by one local lady 
angler. She had been to Cach- 
uma after reading one of our 
reports. But two days later we 
went down there— only to come 
back shunked. 
If something doesn’t change 
pretty soon with little pressure 
we could easily put our fishing 
equipment up for sale — we 
might even consider a good offer 
for a trade for knitting needles 
and learn that hobby from our 
better half. 
Cachuma was very dirty with 
a lot of debris left over from 
the heavy siege of rains. Fish­ 
ing pressure has been heavy 
even in the middle of the week. 
Ttie last planting of trout was 
held on March 4-5 with four 
thousand 
catchables stocked. 
Tliis may seem like a lot of 
fish, but estimating the large 
number of fishermen to date 
and an average of three fish per 
take, it is not so large a stocking 
after all. 


There is little doubt there 
still are a lot of large trout 
in the lake. But there is also 
a lot of feed as all fish we have 
seen have been fat and in good 
condition. Further evidence as 
to the size of some of the fish 
in Cachuma was the size of 
Catfish 
found 
stranded 
in 
puddles along the Santa Ynez 
River after the flood w aters 
had receded. 
Scheduled trout plantings of 
Santa Barbara County stream s 
are to begin as soon as road 


conditions permit, according to 
a release from the Department 
of Fish and Game. Areas to 
be planted and directions for 
access for the stream s are as 
follows. 
Davey Brown Creek: From 
Highway 154 five miles north of 
Cachuma turn right on Happy 
Canyon Road and travel about 
20 miles to Davey Brown Camp. 
Fish down stream to Manzana 
Creek. Manzana Creek: use the 
same access route but continue 
past the camp for one and one 
quarter 
miles 
to Manzana 
Creek, which will be stocked 
above and below the mouth of 
Davey Brown Creek. 
Santa Ynez River (middle sec­ 
tion): From Highway 101 at west 
end of Santa Barbara take San 
Marcos 
Pass road or travel 
south along Highway 154 past 
Cachuma and 
take Paradise 
Camp Road and go about five 
miles 
to 
stream crossings. 
Stocked 
from 
that point up­ 
stream for about six miles to 
the locked gate above Red Rock 
Camp. 
Cautions were issued by the 
DFG, 
however, 
that anglers 
should check with nearest DFG 
agents as to road conditions and 
U.S. Forset Service stations 
during the summer because of 
fire hazard when many of the 
areas are closed because of 
fire danger in the national for­ 
est areas. 
It appears that even a rattle­ 
snake has its rights and pri- 
viledges in state parks. Last 
year, according to a report, one 
irate angler complained to the 
park ranger about the number 
of rattlers in the park, telling 
of his narrow escapes after 
nearly walking on some. The 
park ranger then proceeded to 
produce his rule book to point 
out a paragraph that insures 
the snake’s protection in a state 
park. So the rattlesnake in a 
state park is now, as one might 
say, sitting pretty safe in the 
knowledge that the state is back­ 
ing him up.

to make Riverside debut 


America’s most serious at­ 
tempt to professionalize open- 
wheel road racing, 
the new 
SCCA Continental Grand Prix 
circuit, will be launched at 
Riverside International Race­ 
way the weekend of Apr. 19-20. 


Two races paying a total of 
$15,000 in prize money will com­ 
prise the Riverside Continental 
Grand Prix, and they will be 
co-features of a full weekend of 
sports car, sedan and formula 
road racing. 


Some of the nation’s best 
known sports car drivers will 
be making their debut on the 
three-year-old GP circuit this 
year. 
Riverside is a logical 
starting place for such outstand­ 
ing men as George Follmer, 
Lothar Motschenbacher, Jerry 
Grant, Sam Posey, Tony Adarn- 
owicz and Ron Grable. 


They are likely starters in 
the 55-lap, 143-mile Formula A 
feature, which will pay $10,000 
in guaranteed prize money.

Here is what the Russians had to say about the hospital 
ship HOPE, which recently concluded a 10-month medical m is­ 
sion to Ceylon: 
“ The ship HOPE has actually brought no hope for cure to 
Ceylon and the vicinity, but only mortal danger. The floating 
carrie r of death is the name the ship is given by the people 
of the countries where she has already been. Wherever the 
ship HOPE appears there are sudden outbreaks of epidem ics. 
“ People suffer and die from severe d iseases. For instance, 
in 
1963, when the HOPE was close to the shores of Indo­ 
nesia, there were outbreaks of cholera and smallpox in the 
cities of Sourabaya, 
Malang and Solo. It was established that 
the American m edics who had come there had carried out 
secret experim ents on the local population with som e sort of 
new vaccines and drugs. 
“ After the ship HOPE called at Guinea there was a sharp 
growth in m ortality from poliomyelitis there. After a sim ilar 
visit to Senegal there was an outbreak of yellow fever. In Nic­ 
aragua 
a severe form of meningitis spread, from which

people died or becam e mental cases for life, following a visit 
of the HOPE. 
“ The ship is actually a floating 
branch of the world-no­ 
torious 
American center for chemical and bacteriological 
w arfare in Fort Detrick, Mayland, U.S.A..” 
During the HOPE’ S stay in Ceylon, its staff treated more 
than 1,700 
patients aboard ship and, with Ceylonese doctors, 
conducted 1,280 
operations. More than 3,000 patients were 
treated in the ship’ s dental department and some 70,000 chil­ 
dren were immunized against diptheria, 
whooping cough and 
tetanus. 
When the ship left for its home base of Philadelphia on Febru­ 
ary 10, more than 20,000 people from all over the little coun­ 
try came to say goodby. At an official reception, the prime 
m inister of Ceylon had previously presented Dr. William B. 
Walsh, founder of HOPE, with an inscribed silver platter on 
behalf of the people of his country. 
Evidently the Ceylonese don’t understand Russian, even in 
translation. Or perhaps they are aware that when it com es to

Ace up city ’s budget sleeve 


O bservers of the local scene are in 
agreement that the mood of the taxpay­ 
er at the moment is not one that lends 
itself to a bright outlook for future bond 
issu e s nor one that appreciates politi­ 
cians who vote to raise taxes. 
What with the cost of living spiraling 
upward faster than a Vandenbergm issile 
(it 
cost 
$12.10 
to­ 
day to buy what $10 
bought last year); the 
interest rate on money 
in hot pursuit, and the 
value 
of 
the dollar 
about a s stable a s the 
leg s of an eight-marti­ 
ni 
tippler, 
it’s 
no 
wonder 
the 
natives 
in 
the 
middle c la ss 
jungle 
are 
getting 
re stle ss. They are rapidly awakening 
to the fact that the backbone is being 
squeezed right out of the middle class. 
If you have no middle c la ss you have no 
economy at a ll. 
Added to this taxpayers’ 
dilemm^ is 
the prom ise of another 77-cent tax hike 
by the schools and possibly more from 
the county a s budget time rolls around. 
It is in this unpredictable and heated 
dollar clim ate that the Lompoc 
City 
Council is preparing to launch a pro­ 
gram seeking voter approval of a half­ 
million bond issue to finance a new 
fire station. 
R egardless of the need for a new sta­ 
tion, and most will agree the need is 
great, the prospects of selling Mr. Joe 
Shortdollars on the idea that he should 
tax him self more for any reason is go­ 
ing to be no easy task. 
However, the City Council just may 
have an ace up its budget sleeve. 
Several years ago, during Fiscal Year 
1965-1966, the City Council voted a ten- 
cent tax increase to be placed into a Civ- 


ic Center Acquisition Fund. The ten- 
cent yields about $30,000 annuallv. The 
tax still is in effect although the fund 
was depleted to finance the new libra­ 
ry. 
Should council elect the ten-cent tax 
already in existence could be used to 
retire the bonds. Council then could go 
to the people asking them to approve 
the bond issue with the prom ise that it 
would cost them nothing in new proper­ 
ty taxes. It would prove to be a strong 
selling 
point, especially when linked 
tp the fact that if the new facility im­ 
proves the city’s fire insurance rating, 
home owners actually would save about 
$3 annually on their fire insurance prem­ 
ium. 
In his report to council, City Adminis­ 
trator Gene Wahlers pointed out that it 
would take 
about 
¡¿ c e n ts to finance 
a bond issue of $500,000. II that is a 
reasonably firm figure and Council ap- 


plies the ten-cent Civic Center Acqui­ 
sition Tax to the issue, it would leave 
only two-cents to be made up from other 
sources — a comparatively minor amount 
in a large city budget. 
While the use of the existing tax seem s 
a good selling point for the bond issue, 
the future is sufficiently clouded to dull 
the prospects of employing such strate­ 


gy. 
Lower assessm en ts in certain areas 
will surely be reflected in next year’s 
city budget and it is no secret that city 
employes are preparing to fight hard 
for sizeable salary increases above their 
normal step in creases. The amount of 
money in the public till is only so much 
and can underwrite only so many needs. 
Whether the till contains enough 
to 
underwrite the bond issu es may well be 
the factor which will determine wheth­ 
er people approve or disapprove the bond 
issue at the polls on June 3.

the Solvang Danish and the Santa Barbara 
Spanish. 
Buellton has come into the limelight 
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under a strictly patriotic theme, with 
its mall-like center strip decorated with 
an im pressive giant row of American 
flags. 
Its twin characters, symbolizing 
its pea soup restaurant, remain a s its 
original theme, a s the county’s “ service 
town” on the main freeway and state 
routes 
striv es to keep 
its 
tourists 
revenues. Lompoc is becoming a center 
area for more county parks and its 
flower fields and exquisite old m ission 
have long been famous. 
Solvang’s charming Danish theme is 
spread out over the town with new com­ 
m ercial centers. 
Cobble stones, a 
street car, windmill, thatched roof and 
stork motif and an underground shopping 
center, yet, find tourists appreciative, 
while 
improvement 
district 
leaders 
carry <mi with their ambitious program 
of providing more and more offstreet 
parking in the crowded business dis­ 
trict. 
The growing tourist trade in the county- 
held up as a prim e example of why coastal 
oil

There have been sentiments expressed

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Time game 


SAIGON — Secretaries of Defense have 
come and gone in the nearly eight years 
of this Americanized war, with full pomp 
and ceremony, and in the end the impact 
more often than not has been that of a 
feather falling gently on velvet. Melvin 
Laird, speaking privately not only with 
the authority of his office but with a 
shrewd 
knowledge of how short is the 
grace period for the Nixon adm inistra­ 
tion, made a deep im pression. 
In talking with President Nguyen Van 
Thieu and the top Viet­ 
namese 
he 
put 
it 
firm ly 
but 
politely. 
Y es, 
he 
said, 
we 
have a new adminis­ 
tration 
in 
Washing­ 
ton. 
We 
have some 
tim e. 
No 
one 
can 
say 
how much time. 
It may be a s little as 
six months, possibly 
10 months. 
Laird meant, of course, the deadline 
for beginning the withdrawal of Amer­ 
ican troops, and thereby demonstrating 
that the war can gradually be brought to 
an end. In light of the shortness of the 
grace period before the Nixon adminis­ 
tration is saddled with the onus of the 
war a s was the Johnson administration, 
this is one of the most delicate and dif­ 
ficult moments in the long and tragic 
conflict. 
The uncertainty lies in what this re­ 
porter is convinced is a little understood 
fact — a situation revealed by tireless 
winnowing of intelligence reports. The 
Communist 
offensive of the National 
Liberation Front and North Vietnam that 
began on Feb. 23 is being deliberately 
limited. The resources of men and wea­ 
pons the Communists have at their com­ 
mand could stir up almost as much of a 
storm a s in the Tet offensive a year ago. 
While in the end they would be stopped, 
they could give United States - South 
Vietnamese 
forces a very bad time. 
The question is whether they mean to 
continue to limit this offensive. If they 
do, then in the view of the highest Amer­ 
ican authority here there is no reason 
why troop withdrawals cannot be plan­ 
ned to begin som e time in the late 
sum m er or early fall. 
That is the American intention a s from 
day to day, from hour to hour, the offen­ 
sive is monitored. The Communists 
have more than 40,000 
troops 
within 
45 m iles of Saigon. They have not mov­ 
ed those troops up for an attack on the 
capital. 
If they were to be committed to aiu 
all-out assault, if the sporadic rocket­ 
ing of the cities should be greatly in­ 
creased, all bets on withdrawal would 
be off. President Nixon would be com­ 
pelled to retaliate in one way or anoth­ 
er. The war would again seem to be 
endless, with the fearful drain of men 
and resources continuing into an inde­ 
finite future. 
TTie pertinent question is why the Com­ 
munists should deliberately limit their 
offensive. American officials reply that, 
while they have the resources for a much 
more extended attack, they are hurt­ 
ing. 
They lost in the big Tet offensive 
a year ago and subsequently 
in sm all 
offensives in May-June and September 
large numbers of hard-core 
Viet Cong 
thoroughly fam iliar with the terrain 
and the people in the south where they 
were operating. They have been replaced 
by young and Inexperienced North Viet­ 
namese 
far 
le ss 
capable 
of con­ 
ducting an offensive and sustaining the 
m orale of forces driven so hard for so 
long. 
But let’s say for the sake of argument 
that this appraisal by American offi­ 
cialdom is, a s frequently in the past, 
an exercise in wishful thinking. There 
would still be a reason for limiting the 
current attack: Having established that 
they can launch an offensive at any time 
they choose, which alm ost no one in the 
south denies, they can be holding the 
present attack to a relatively moderate 
limit to open the way for a com prom ise 
settlement of the war. 
They think in term s not of one year or 
two or three years but of decades. There­ 
fore, with even a minority position in the 
government in South Vietnam they could 
anticipate that in five years or 10 years 
after the Am ericans had moved out, they 


could achieve their goal of control of all 
Vietnam. 
During 
this 
interval 
they 
could take full advantage of the American 
aid offer to rebuild the stricken coun­ 
try. 
President Thieu has said publicly that 
he anticipates the withdrawal of up to 
100.000 American troops this year. That 
is roughly double the number being con­ 
sidered in Am erican planning. One di­ 
vision with support troops — between 
40.000 and 50,000 — is currently con­ 
templated. It would be made plain, how­ 
ever, that this is only a beginning. 
Conceivably 
the 
withdrawal 
could 
come at President Thieu’s request. He 
never speaks of withdrawal 
but of re­ 
placement of American units with South 
Vietnam units. In a recent talk with a 
high American official he rem arked, 
“ We are so strong now that we can af­ 
ford to take some bacteria into our sy s­ 
tem .” This was interpreted a s meaning 
that his government could stand the in­ 
corporation 
of 
Communist elem ents, 


presum ably in a compromise settle­ 
ment. 
American officialdom makes a deter­ 
mined case for a greatly strengthened 
South Vietnam — a million men drafted 
into the arm y, another million in the self- 
defense force, territorial security far 
more pervasive. The Communists called 
for a m assive outpouring in Saigon to 
back the present offensive. Thus far it 
has not happened. 


Yet, if the government is so strong, 
why should the Buddhist monk, Thich 
Thien Minh, be sentenced to 15 years in 
prison, to the em barrassm ent of Am er­ 
ican officialdom, 
for 
harboring de­ 
serters and for subversive acts? That 
kind of heavy-handed behavior stirs the 
old skepticism that in the past has seen 
so many widely heralded pretensions 
reduced to a hollow echo of frustration 
and futility.

The Federal Aviation Administration 
has recently released “ Aviation Fore­ 
casts, Fiscal Y ears 1969-1980” and it ap­ 
pears that the industry has nowhere to go 
but up.

This, according to 
the report, is a con­ 
servative estim ate. In 1968, passenger 
traffic increased 20.7 per cent over 
the previous year. In the 1964-68 per­ 
iod, 
average annual growth was 16.5 
per cent. 
More than 90 per cent of the 3,600 
airline planes in use will be jets, com­ 
pared to slightly more than 50 per cent 
in 1968. 
The general aviation (nonairline) fleet 
will, number 
214,000 
and production 
of civil aircraft will reach nearly 34,000 
a year, both figures almost double the 
1968 totals. 
Use of jet fuel will zoom from 6.2 
billion gallons in 1968 to 16.9 billion 
in 1980, and aviation gasoline consump­ 
tion will go from 642 million to 835 
million gallons. 
With more planes in the air, the num­ 
ber of take-offs and landings at FAA 
controlled airports will rise to 171.5 
million, more than triple the 53 million 
in 1968. 


The County Health Department reports 
that in 1968, 4,446 births occurred in our 
county as compared to 1.913 deaths.

Estim ates place the total 
reservoir of unvaccinated dogs at approx^ 
imately 20 per cent.

Airport growth figures 
hit by city planners

A county official, last night, admit­ 
ted that projections for the growth of 
Lompoc Airport may have been grossly 
understated — thus casting the valley 
facility into an inferior role in the quest 
for capital improvement funds. 
The revelation came to light during 
a Lompoc Planning Commission study 
of the proposed County Master Plan 
of Airports. Lompoc Airport is a county 
facility. 
The official, Paul Price, assistant 
director of county public works, told 
the city commission that the county’s 
projections for Lompoc Airport for the 
years through 1980, were based on rough 
estimates of air traffic volume in 1967. 
Lompoc Airport as shown in the Master 
plan had an estimated 18,000perations— 
combined 
takeoffs 
and landings — 
in 1967, and a total of 35 based aircraft. 
Price said on the basis of these figures, 
country staff members working with 
Samuel Clausen, of the county planning 
department, 
estimated that 
Lompoc 
would have 20,114 operations in 1970 
and 39 based aircraft. Thereafter the 
projections estimated Lompoc 
would 
have 25,682 operations in 1980 and 50 
based aircraft. 
Price said the figures contained a lot 
of “ crystalballing.” 
“ I thought the 
figures were low, but I couldn’t question 
the operator’s figures," he said. 
Under questioning by the commiss­ 
ioners, Price said the projections con­ 
tained no reference to the fact that 
Lompoc Airport presently has schedul­ 
ed passenger flights and a daily schedul­ 
ed air freight service. 
In contrast to the estimates for Lom­ 
poc, the activity at Santa Ynez Airport 
was computed from actual statistics gen- 
srated by a conventional highway traffic 
counter, Price said. He said he was 
sure the Federal Aviation Agency would 
be glad to do the same for Lompoc if 
requested. 
The master plan showed Santa Ynez 
Ria Airport had 40,000 operations in 
1967, and 22 based aircraft. Thereafter 
the figures were projected to 60,870 
operations in 1980 and 33 based air­ 
craft. 
William Riggs, who took over manage­ 
ment of Lompoc Airport on Jan. 1, 1968, 
told the commission he estimated the 
local airport was running at a level of

wants to bomb string 
of Cambodia bases 
SAIGON (UVI) - The U.S. military 
command has asked President Nixon to 
approve plans to attack a string ofNorth 
Vietnamese bases in Cambodia, inform­ 
ed American sources said today. 
The plans recommend the U.S. destroy 
about 12 military bases along Cambodia’s 
border with South Vietnam, either by 
a series of B52 bombing strikes or by 
massive commando raids across the 
frontier. 
Similar proposals were made at least 
twice during the administration of Pres- 
ident John^m and were rejected because 
of two recent developments, the Nixon 
administration is giving the latest U.S. 
command request “ serious considers 
tion," the sources said. 


U.S. bomb drop greater 
now than before "halt" 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) — The United States is dropping more tons of bombs 
in the Vietnam War than it did before a halt in the bombing of North Vietnam 
was ordered Nov. 1, an analysis of Pentagon statistics showed today. 
Since a conservative estimate indicates that at least half the bombs were 
formerly targeted in North Vietnam, this could only mean bombing in South 
Vietnam or neighboring Laos, or both, has sharply increased. 
The increase was reflected in Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird’s revis­ 
ed budget last week whenhe said: “ Actual consumption of air munitions is now 
running at about 129,000 tons per month including the higher number of B52 
sorties. 
Former Defense Secretary Clark M. Clifford said in January air bomb con­ 
sumption “ peaked” at 130,000 tons per month last spring “ and has been 
declining since then to about 115,000 tons a month by the end of 1968.” 
Except in terms of total tonnage the bombing increase cannot be pinpoint­ 
ed for two main reasons: 
—The bombing in Laos, which borders Vietnam for more than 1,000 miles 
and constitutes a major portion of the Ho Chi Minh Trail, has always been 
under tacit agreement with the Laotian government and no figures whatever 
are available. 
—The available statistics for South Vietnam showed the number of bomb- 
ing “ sorties” (flights) has not increased, but because there is no breakdown 
as to the types of plane used, the statistics do not show increased use of B52 
bombers, each carrying up to 15 tons of bombs. 
Laird left uncertain a question as to how much of the increase could be 
attributed to more extensive use of the B52s. In one place he said “ We have 
actually been flying the current high rate of B52 sorties since March, 1968.” 
Pentagon sources, however, said he did not mean to indicate that the rate 
of last March continued without a decline to the end of 1968. 
Laird later referred to “ the lower number of B52 sorties” and made clear 
that use of the big eight-engine jets is much more extensive than had been plaiv- 
ned. He asked for an additional $102 million to finance their operation dur­ 
ing the next 15 months. 
Laird also commented that Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, U.S. commander in 
Vietnam, “ considered the B52 to be one of his most important weapons” and 
“ strongly recommended” its present rate of use be continued. 
The Johnson administration had projected air bomb consumption at 110,- 
000 tons a month for the year beginning July 1. Laird said “ we see no indi­ 
cations that consumption will decline from 129,000 tons a month during the 
next 12 to 18 months.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix. 
on and Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau today completed two days of dis­ 
cussions, centering around the Ameri­ 
can missile defense system, with fresh 
professions of U.S.-Canadian cooperation 
and friendship. 
In a brief outdoor ceremony in the 
White House rose garden, Nixon praised 
Trudeau as a forceful and candid leait 
er with whom he said he had develop- 
ed a close and honest relationship. 
“ We found some areas ofdisagreement 
but far more areas of agreement,” Nixon 
said. 
Trudeau responded that his visit to the 
United States so early in the Nixon Act 
ministration was “ a symbol of the kind of 
warm relations which we have.” 
“ We have laid the groundwork, the 
foundations for consultation between our 
two countries . . . in many areas,” 
Trudeau said. 


He had been undisputed leader of the 
world’s fifth leargest nation for more 
than 10 years, but violent opposition from 
the right and left, coupled with wide­ 
spread rioting and mob rule in East 
Pakistan, finally forced an end to his 
near dictatorship. 
“ There is no legal and effective organ 
left besides the defense forces,” he 
said. “ All the nation demands that the 
commander of the land army, Gen. Yah­ 
ya Khan, take up his legal responsibili­ 
ties. 
“ The navy and air force of Pakistan 
are with him and all the citizens trust 
his bravery and character and patrio­ 
tism.” 
There was a dramatic pause and his 
statement, “ I have today resigned as 
President of Pakistan.” 
U.S. officials said that, based upon 
preliminary reports, resignation of the 
62-year-old Ayub appeared to be volun­ 
tary and that there were no immediate 
indications that a military coup had oc­ 
curred. 
The President’s 
speech was tape 
recorded in the city of Rawalpindi and 
flown to Karachi in a special military 
plane for broadcast over Radio Pakistan 
at 7:15 p.m. (9:15 a.m. EST.) 
“ This is my last speech,” Ayub be­ 
gan. 
The president said rioting, arson and 
looting were rampant in Pakistan. He 
said there were people who were trying 
to break East Pakistan away from West 
Pakistan. 
“ Politics had come on the street," he 
said. 
“ Despite all my efforts, I could not 
bring democracy to my country and I 
feel very sorry to announce the hand­ 
over of the country to Yahya Khan in 
order to maintain peace.” 


Living costs 
jump .4 % 
during Feb. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Living costs 
for Americans jumped by four-tenths of 
1 per cent in February, with no sign of 
change for March, the government re­ 
ported today. 
Higher costs for cars, homes and 
clothing boosted the labor Department’s 
gauge of costs — the consumer price in­ 
dex — to 124.6. 
That meant It took 
$12.46 to buy the same kind of goods 
and services available for $10 about 10 
years ago. 
The so-called base period used in the 
computations is 1957-59. 
Arnold Chase, assistant 
commis­ 
sioner of the labor Department’s Bureau 
of labor Statistics, said the February 
level is the same as the average month­ 
ly price increase during 1968. It ex­ 
ceeds the three-tenths of 1 per cent gain 
from December to January. 
Chase said 
preliminary data 
for 
March indicated the situation would not 
improve much, if any. 
'Early figures point to a five-tenths 
of a per cent increase in wholesale pric­ 
es in March,” Chase told reporters. 
The wholesale price gain during Febr- 
urary was four-tenths of 1 per cent. 
Chase said the increase in most re­ 
tail 
prices 
in 
February offset a 
decline in food costs. 
Used car prices advanced 6.1 percent 
after two months of price decline to 
lead an overall 1.1 per cent increase 
in transportation costs. Prices for auto 
repairs, insurance and parking fees also 
rose. 
Grocery prices declined by two-tenths 
of 1 per cent, including a 1.8 percent 
decline in fruits and vegetables. 
Prices of restaurant meals and other 
food consumed away from home, how­ 
ever, 
advanced three • tenths of 1 
per cent, Chase said. 
Housing costs rose five-tenths of 1 
per cent. Home ownership costs such as 
mortgages, 
Insurance and maintenance 
registered a rise, and seven and one- 
half per cent will begin to show up on 
his charts in March. Such other hous­ 
ing expenses as rents, 
furniture and 
household textiles also rose. 
Chase termed the continued rise in 
retail prices “ puzzling” because he 
said sales volume figures have nearly 
leveled off since last fall.

said "severe ": 
reports guarded

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Doctors treat­ 
ing former President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower described his latest heart afflic­ 
tion as “ severe.” They said his condition 
is “ guarded” and would not predict who- 
ther he could overcome this latest threat 
to his life. 
Walter Reed Army Hospital issued a 
mid-morning bulletin saying the78-year- 
old general spent a restful night and 
that he was having less breathing troi* 
ble. 
However, in answer to questions sub­ 
mitted by a UPI reporter, the doctors 
said the congestive heart failure afflict­ 
ing the general was “ severe." They were 
asked if his case was mild, moderate 
or severe and, in a single-word reply, 
characterized it as severe. 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-President Nix­ 
on will ask Congress Wednesday to re­ 
tain the full 10 per cent income tax sur­ 
charge through mid - 1970, Republican 
congressional leaders reported today. 
The chief executive will send a mes­ 
sage to the House and Senate expressing 
his concern over continued infaltionary 
trends in the national economy, the lead­ 
ers said after a White House meeting 
with Nixon. 
The White House said Nixon had de­ 
cided to meet the situation “ head on.’ 
Nixon’s message intentions — which 
have long been expected —were announc­ 
ed by the Senate and House Republican 
leaders, 
Sen. Everett M, Dirksen of 
Illinois 
and Rep. Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan. 
They spoke with reporters after a two- 
hour session involving the Pesident, his 
chief fiscal advisers and other GOP 
leaders from Capitol HiU. 
Dirksen told reporters that by cutting 
spending and maintaining present faxes, 
the Administration hoped to achieve a 
slightly larger suprlus in fiscal 1969, 
ending next June 30, than had been anti­ 
cipated in the January budget message 
by President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Johnson estimated a $1.2 billion sur­ 
plus for fiscal 1969 and $3.4 billion sur­ 
plus for fiscal 1970. 
Dirksen and Ford expressed belief 
there would be some additional federal 
savings in this fiscal year, but a larg­ 
er, more significant savings figure for 
fiscal 1970. 
The leaders said the President would 
ask for extension of the full 10 per cent 
surtax for all of fiscal 1970, running 
through June 30, 1970. 
Press Secretary 
Ronald 
Ziegler 
described the President as “ very con­ 
cerned with inflationary trends” and said 
his message would reflect this concern 
“ and his decision to meet this situation 
head on." 
Dirksen said he felt there was general 
agreement that inflation was “ the fore­ 
most problem” and something had to be 
done “ to siphon off’ some of the current 
private spending, as well as making all 
possible savings in the federal area. 
Ford reported a feeling on the part of 
Nixon and his chief economic advisers 
“ that we have reached the high water 
mark of inflation which was about 5 per 
cent last year." 
Ford said there was no specific fore­ 
cast today of what the inflation rate would 
be for either calendar 1969 or fiscal 
1970.

Fourth District road 
evicted * 
program is announced

Ronald Reagan has been spar­ 
ed possible eviction from h i s 
rented Sacramento home by a 
group of political supporters 
who 
bought 
the 
tudor-style 
house for more than $150,000. 
They will lease it to him, but 
Mrs. Nancy Reagan contends 
the housing problem for Califor­ 
nia governors still is ‘disgrace­ 
ful.” 
The two-year lease the state’s 
first family took on the home 
expires March 31 and the land­ 
lord, former city councilman 
Dain Domich, refused to renew 
it. 
But Col dwell, Banker & Co. 
realtors reported Monday t h e 
home was purchased at a price 
“ in excess of $150,000” and the 
Reagans will continue to rent it 
uader the same term s as the 
previous agreement. 
“ We’ll continue to pay rent. 
All we’ve done is change land­ 
lords,” Mrs. Reagan said. 
But the first lady, relieved 
the anguish was over, still be­ 
lieves California should pro­ 
vide a residence for its chief ex­ 
ecutive. 
“The whole thing is disgrace­ 
ful for the governor of the lar­ 
gest state-itonald Reagan or 
whomever it is-to be put in the 
position of not knowing where 
he is going to live,” she told a 
reporter. 
“ It’s disgraceful. California 
has got to have a mansion,” 
she added. 
Asked how she felt about the 
new arrangements, Mrs. Rea­ 
gan replied: 
“ We had no choice. Can you 
think of any other place where 
we could live?” 
The Reagans quit the state- 
owned executive mansion short­ 
ly after he took office in 1967. 
They complained the nearly 100- 
year-old structure was a fire 
hazard and 
the <omrnercial 
neighborhood was ill suited for 
rearing their young son, Skip­ 
per. 
Purchasers of the home in­ 
cluded major contributors to 
Reagan’s 
1966 
gubernatorial 
campaign: Leland M. Kaiser, 
San Francisco insurance execu­ 
tive; Henry Salvatori, southern 
California industrialist Holmes 
Tuttle, Los Angeles automobile 
dealer, and Jaquelin Hume, a 
San Francisco business execu­ 
tive. 
A spokesman for the real es­ 
tate firm said the decision was 
made to buy the home after Do 
mich said he wanted to sell it 
after the lease expired. 
“ It is expected that the rent 
for the home will remain the 
same as it has under the lease 
from Domich, although there 
could be some increase based 
upon current values of the pro­ 
perty,” the spokesman said. He 
declined to reveal how much 
rent the Reagans now pay. 
But Salvatori was reported to 
have said the rent is now $1,250 
per month. He said the purcha­ 
sers wanted to “ save the gov­ 
ernor the embarrassment of 
moving.”

Dr. Nardo was successful in 
getting the supervisors to aj>- 
prove a $i .3 million county men­ 
tal health budget for the 1969- 
70 
fiscal year, a budget that 
is largely financed by federal 
and state subventions. 
But he indicated he has lit­ 
tle hope of getting a new direc- 
tor soon because psychiatrists 
and other eligible medical per­ 
sons are commanding extreme­ 
ly high salaries in the private 
field and also are in demand 
by other California counties at 
this time also preparing to go 
into comprehensive health pro- 
grams. 
The county has offered up to 
$28,000 in some cases without 
landing a good prospect, it was 
shown, and Johnson said he does 
not want to endanger the entire 
county salary structure by in­ 
flated 
salaries 
for 
mental 
health personnel while realiz­ 
ing the program is needed. 
Meanwhile, the supervisors 
approved appointment 
of ad­ 
ditional physicians in the coun­ 
ty to serve as assistant county 
physicians empowered to auth­ 
orize 72-hour 
hospital 
holds 
on mentally disturbed persons. 
Three more were added at Lom­ 
poc and other areas to bring 
the total of about 30 now, said 
Dr. Nardo.

Sirhan's 
hypnotic 
state told

LOS 
ANGELES 
(UPI)-Sir- 
han B. Sirhan is so suggestive 
to hypnosis that on one occasion 
he 
was 
told to act 
like a 
monkey and climbed the bars in 
his 
cell 
and 
swung 
there, 
grimacing at his jailers. 
Dr. 
Bernard 
Diamond, 
a 
psychiatrist 
and 
university 
professor, told Sirhan’s murder 
trial jury Monday that when the 
25-year-old Arab shot Robert F. 
Kennedy 
he was in a self­ 
induced trance and acting like a 
“ computer 
that 
had 
been 
programmed for murder.” 
Diamond said he hypnotized 
Sirhan 
on six occasions by 
waving a quarter coin about 
eight inches from his face. 
In that state, the defendant 
re-enacted the shooting, repea­ 
tedly squeezing an imaginary 
trigger, turned blue as if he was 
being choked and shouted “ you 
son of a bitch,” Diamond said. 
The doctor, who teaches law, 
criminology and psychiatry at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, said he also induced 
Sirhan to talk about the night in 
the 
Ambassador 
Hotel, and 
Sirhan described having “ sexy 
thoughts” about a girl sharing 
coffee with him. 
Sirhan also wrote down in his 
cell erratic threats to Kennedy 
in a notebook sim ilar to the 
one he put 
down in diaries 
found at his home. 
Diamond said the combination 
of wall m irrors, chandeliers 
and bright lights in an alcove 
of the hotel put Sirhan in the 
trance during which he killed the 
senator. He had practiced self- 
hypnosis in his room with a 
m irror 
and candle, Diamond 
said. 
Defense attorney Emile Zola 
Berman offered to have D ia­ 
mond put Sirhan under hypnosis 
right in the courtroom and re­ 
enact the shooting in front of 
the jury. He turned to Diamond. 
“ Can you do it right here and 
now?” he asked. 
“ Y es,” said Diamond. 
“ Would the court 
entertain 
such a demonstration?” asked 
Berman. 
“ The 
answer is *no,” ' said 
Superior Court Judge Herbert 
V. 
Walker. 
“ There 
is 
no 
necessity for suchadem onstra- 
tion.” 
Diamond 
said 
that 
under 
hypnosis he put a safety pin 
through 
an inch of flesh in 
Sirhan’s hand and he felt no 
pain. He asked him to describe 
the shooting of Kennedy. 
“ Sirhan said he went back to 
his car and felt dizzy, drunk, 
sickish, tired. As he opened the 
car door he saw the gun on the 
back seat and thought 'the Jews 
will steal my gun.’ So he put it 
in his belt and went back to the 
hotel to get coffee and sober up. 
“ He said he had drunk four 
Tom Collins. Back in the hotel 
he met a girl at a coffee bar 
and she had coffee, too. Sirhan 
was asked what his thoughts 
were and he said he had sexy 
thoughts about how he could get 
the girl to leave the hotel with 
him. 
“ ...H e went into the pantry 
and saw Senator Kennedy and a 
crowd enter from the other end. 
He said ‘they rushed at m e.’ At 
first he thought he wanted to 
shake Senator Kennedy’s hand. 
Then the bodyguards went past 
and he was right up in contact 
with the senator and he shot 
him .” 
Diamond said he questioned 
Sirhan 
about the shooting in 
another hypnotic trance to this 
effect: 
Q. Did anyone pay you to 
shoot Kennedy? 
.N o . 
Q. Did any Arabs tell you to 
go assassinate Kennedy? 
A. No. 
Q. You thought it out all by 
yourself? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Why did you do it? 
A. The bombers. 
Q, The bombers for Israel? 
A. Yes. 
Berman asked Diamond to 
give his opinion of Sirhan’s 
mental state when he fatally 
wounded Kennedy. 
“ In my opinion at the precise 
moment of the shooting he was 
in a highly abnormal state of 
mind with a rage reaction that 
was 
the 
outgrowth 
of his 
paranoid psychology that began 
when he becam e confused and 
dazed 
by the 
m irrors and 
lights,” Diamond said.

D EA K P O L L Y —In reply to Mrs. A M. S.'s request (or a 
way to make clear ice cubes, I boil the water and thor­ 
oughly cool it before pouring into the ice cube trays. Noth­ 
ing could be more simple than that, and it has always 
worked for me.—M IN ERV A 


D EA R P O L L Y —In regard to Mrs. A. M. S.'s problem of 
cloudy ice cubes, she should set the water-filled tray on 
her kitchen counter for 14 to two hours before putting it 
in the freezing compartment. This will let the air out of 
the water. When immediately placed in the refrigerator, 
the air bubbles freeze, causing the cloudiness of the ice 
cubes. Ice machines in restaurants, which make such 
cubes, have 
air holes in the cups to prevent air from 
freezing while ice is being made —MR. K. Z. 


DEAR READERS—Experiment with both these methods 
as water varies in different parts of the country. Minerva’s 
Pointer worked far better for me but another reader tells 
ine that Mr. K. Z.’s always works for her. Our thanks to

Ocean fishing this last week 
has been fair to poor, varying 
according to weather conditions 
at the moment. 
One day it was perfect. The 
next it was just the opposite 
as heavy winds and seas spoil­ 
ed what would have been a per­ 
fect day and resulting in very 
limited salmon fishing. 
A few salmon that were caught 
last week were small with lots 
of “ shakers” being found in the 
catches. 
According to our re­ 
ports the biggest salmon taken 
in the local area this year was 
a 12-pounder 
landed by Ivan 
Rowley of Pismo Beach. 
Most fishing reports have con­ 
cerned anglers from the im­ 
mediate area surrounding the 
Port San Luis harbor area since 
the condition of foul weather and 
the two fish limit have kept 
many other 
fisherman 
from 
making the long haul to Avila. 
With the continued smallness 
of salmon 
present we often 
wonder as to the amount of 
lead weight left on the ocean 
bottom when the “ shaker” re­ 
leases the weight — only to 
get a free trip back to the 
ocean. 
Bottom fishing for other spe­ 
cies of fish has also been on 
the slow side with very few 
fishermen going out for the 
same reason salmon activity 
has been quiet. 
With very little to report on 
the oceans we did make a trip 
to Margarita Lake (on the north 
side of the Cuesta Grade in 
San Luis Obispo County) after 
hearing catfishing was “ hot” 
there. 
We arrived only to hear the 
usual cry of “ You should have 
been here last week!” Our ef­ 
forts went for naught asneither 
of a party of three could even 
get a nibble — not even a 
bite from a bluegill. Checking 
with other fishermen around the 
lake the only catches we could 
find were six small bullhead. 
Perhaps there is something 
wrong with this reporter. We 
have been accused of serving as 
a “ jinx” by one local lady 
angler. She had been to Cacth 
uma after reading one of our 
reports. But two days later we 
went down there— 
only to come 
back shunked. 
If something doesn’t change 
pretty soon with little pressure 
we could easily put our fishing 
equipment up for sale — we 
might even consider a good offer 
for a trade for knitting needles 
and learn that hobby from our 
better half. 


Cachuma was very dirty with 
a lot of debris left over from 
the heavy siege of rains. Fish­ 
ing pressure has been heavy 
even in the middle of the week. 
The last planting of trout was 
held on March 4-5 with four 
thousand 
catchables stocked. 
This may seem like a lot of 
fish, but estimating the large 
number of fishermen to date 
and an average of three fish per 
take, it is not so large a stocking 
after all. 


There is little doubt there 
still are a lot of large trout 
in the lake. But there is also 
a lot of feed as all fish we have 
seen have been fat and in good 
condition. Further evidence as 
to the size of some of the fish 
in Cachuma was the size of 
patfish 
found 
stranded 
in 
puddles along the Santa Ynez 
River after the flood waters 
had receded. 
Scheduled trout plantings of 
Santa Barbara County streams 
are to begin as soon as road 


conditions permit, according to 
a release from the Department 
of Fish and Game. Areas to 
be planted and directions for 
access for the streams are as 
follows. 
Davey Brown Creek: From 
Highway 154 five miles north of 
Cachuma turn right on Happy 
Canyon Road and travel about 
20 miles to Davey Brown Camp. 
Fish down stream to Manzana 
Creek. Manzana Creek: use the 
same access route but continue 
past the camp for one and one 
quarter miles 
to 
Manzana 
Creek, which will be stocked 
above and below the mouth of 
Davey Brown Creek. 
Santa Ynez River (middle sec­ 
tion): From Highway 101 at west 
end of Santa Barbara take San 
Marcos 
Pass road or travel 
south along Highway 154 past 
Cachuma 
and 
take Paradise 
Camp Road and go about five 
miles 
to 
stream crossings. 
Stocked 
from 
that point up­ 
stream for about six miles to 
the locked gate above Red Rock 
Camp. 
Cautions were issued by the 
DFG, 
however, 
that anglers 
should check with nearest DFG 
agents as to road conditions and 
U.S. Forset 
Service stations 
during the summer because of 
fire hazard when many of the 
areas are closed because of 
fire danger in the national for­ 
est areas. 
It appears that even a rattle­ 
snake has its rights and pri- 
viledges in state parks. Last 
year, according to a report, one 
irate angler complained to the 
park ranger about the number 
of rattlers in the park, telling 
of his narrow escapes after 
nearly walking on some. The 
park ranger then proceeded to 
produce his rule book to point 
out a paragraph that insures 
the snake’s protection in a state 
park. So the rattlesnake in a 
state park is now, as one might 
say, sitting pretty safe in the 
knowledge that the state is back­ 
ing him up.

Pro road racing circuit 
to make Riverside debut 


America’s most serious at­ 
tempt to professionalize open- 
wheel road racing, 
the new 
SCCA Continental Grand Prix 
circuit, will be launched at 
Riverside International Race­ 
way the weekend of Apr. 19-20. 


Two races paying a total of 
$15,000 in prize money will com­ 
prise the Riverside Continental 
Grand Prix, and they will be 
co-features of a full weekend of 
sports car, sedan and formula 
road racing. 


Some of the nation’s best 
known sports car drivers will 
be making their debut on the 
three-year-old GP circuit this 
year. Riverside is a logical 
starting place for such outstand­ 
ing men as George FoUmtr, 
Lothar Motschenbacher, Jerry 
Grant, Sam Posey, Tony Adam- 
owicz and Ron Grable. 


They are likely starters in 
the 55-lap, 143-mile Formula A 
feature, which will pay $10,000 
in guaranteed prize money.

He was 
saying Richards had belittled 
him publicly and had shown 
growing resentment over the 
fact that he played a leading

in the 
recent players’ 
strike, 
“ I’m 
sure 
that 
was 
a 
contributing factor because of 
the remarks 
Paul 
Richards 
made,” Torre said, 
“ Are you sure he actually 
made the remarks?” somebody 
in the group asked. 
“ Yes,” 
Torre 
answered 
quickly. “ 1 called him and asked 
him if he did and he didn’t deny 
it. He didn’t say yes, he didn’t 
say no, but he didn’t deny any of 
the remarks that were in the 
papers.” 
Paul Richards was the most 
outspoken individual on either 
side during the impasse Ikv 
tween the players and owners. 
When 
the 
trouble was only 
brewing, he stood up and said 
he didn’t think the players had 
guts enough to strike. Later, 
when Torre in his capacity as 
player representative for the 
Braves became more and more 
involved, Richards said for all 
he cared Torre could stay out 
until Thanksgiving.

Shortly thereafter, Torre was 
dealt to the Cards for Orlando 
Cepeda, 
“ I’m very happy,” Torre said 
to newsmen. *So is mv mother.

thanked God.” 
There was still the matter of 
salary and that was taken care 
of in one phone call Monday 
night shortly after Torre was 
notified he hail been traded by 
Bill Bartholomay, the Braves’ 
chairman and president. 
“ You’re going 
to 
a place 
where you’re going to make a 
lot of money,” Bartholomay 
said. “ To the Cardinals.” 
Everybody makes nmnev with 
the Cardinals and Torre will be 
no exception. It took him about 
30 seconds 
to come to terms 
with Bing Devine, 
“ He asked me what I wanted 
and I told him,” Torre said. 
“ He said ‘is that what it takes 
to get you?’ anil 1 said yes.

today defended Anthony Lee,

sioner imposed on this island at 
gunpoint, as the “ right choice.”

Commons met today to consider 
the Labor governm ent’s handL 
ing of the Anguilla affair, with 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Michael 
Stewart the prim e target for the 
Conservative opposition. 
C arrying a hand made casket, 
800 
Anguillan dem onstrators 
Sunday staged a mock funeral 
for 
Lee 
and 
Robert 
L. 
Bradshaw, prem ier of neighbor­ 
ing St. Kitts who wants this 35- 
square-m ile spec of coral to 
return to his island federation 
of St. Kitts-Nevis from which 
Anguilla broke away. 
The crowd marched to the 
islands adm inistration building 
wailing in mock grief over the 
“ deaths” of the two men. In the 
West Indies, such mock funerals 
are common ways of wishing to 
be rid of someone. 
The protest was held in a 
mood of gaiety and there was 
no 
repitition 
of Saturday's 
dem onstration which turned in­ 
to a brief scuffle when Lee was 
mobbed 
trying to enter the 
adm inistration building. 
Speaking on the radio Sunday, 
Stewart said Lee was with thé 
Anguillans for a year. “ He 
worked 
with them 
and they 
liked him, and I think therefore 
this is the right choice.” 
David Berglund, one of 10 
American 
adults 
living 
on 
Anguilla, said he had thought 
Anguillan 
resistance 
to 
the 
B ritish invasion and the imposi­ 
tion of Lee was going to be 
passive. “ But now I think we're 
sitting on a powder keg,” he 
said. 
Self-styled President Ronald 
W ebster was in New York today 
trying to get perm ission to 
address the U.N, Committee on 
Decolonization, which lastw eek 
decided to send a fact-finding 
mission to Anguilla. 
Webster said Sunday he left 
the island because he feared the 
British would arre st him.

In the last d o z e n years 
standard American bidders 
have strengthened the two- 
over-one response in a lower­ 
valued suit to where it guar­ 
antees nine or 10 high card 
points and shows 11 unless 
the hand is very unbalanced. 
Some players guarantee to 
make a follow-up bid ir­ 
respective of what opener 
does at his second turn. 
We don’t go this far. If 
opener rebids two of his suit 
we reserve the right to pass. 
If he bids anything else, ex­ 
cept game, we promise to bid 
once more. 
This makes it possible for 
opener to rebid in a new suit 
and be sure of response. It 
also makes it possible for 
opener to jump in a new suit 
with a fragment bid that 
agrees on partner’s suit for 
the final trump. 
North’s jump to four clubs 
is a fragment bid. It says, 
“Partner, hearts is our suit. 
I have a singleton club and 
want to play this hand in a 
heart game or slam.” 
South had only 11 high-card 
points for his two-heart call 
but the fragment bid told 
him that all his high cards 
would be working. He went 
right into Blackwood and 


settled for six w h e n he 
found a missing ace.

Cure for Hodgkins 
disease may be near 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPI)-A 
Maryland physician has outlined 
a new treatm ent which may 
eventually lead to the cure of 
Hodgkin’s disease, the most 
common type of cancer affect­ 
ing persons in the 25-to-35 age 
group. 
Dr. Vincent T. DeVita Jr., of 
the National Cancer Institute, 
Bethesda, Md., described the 
treatm ent Sunday at the open­ 
ing session of the American 
Association 
for 
Cancer Re­ 
search. 
He said Hodgkin's disease, a 
cancer of the glands,, strikes 
about 15,000 new victim s in the 
United States each year. 
DeVita said new drug combin- 
ation has greatly lengthened the 
period of tem porary disappea­ 
rance of the disease achieved in 
ea rlie r single-drug treatm ents. 
‘‘Freeing our patients of the 
disease for a long period is the 
best we can offer right now,” 
the physician said. “ We think 
we can cure cancer with some 
form of drugs, but we’re in a 
new field and it will take some 
time to find out.” 


HOLLYWOOD (U PI)-If star 
power is still the name of the 
ratings game in television—and 
it generally is—then you have to 
wonder how ABC-TV, sm allest 
of the networks, is ever going to 
catch up. 
For some time now, ABC-TV 
has had a rather fascinating 
case of split personality. Part of 
the time it trie s to match up 
against its two bigger competi­ 
tors, CBS-TV and NBC-TV, in 
creating

shows. But part of the time it 
also seem s to realize it just 
cannot match up financially— 
and so tries to be the offbeat 
network. 
If ABC-TV truly wants to be 
the offbeat network, it seem s to 
me, 
the 
best 
financial and 


artistic approach might well be 
to just take itself out of head-on 
competition with CBS-TV and 
NBC-TV in the present con­ 
struction of series, and offer a 
complete alternative. Junk the 
standard nightly form in its 
entirety. 
There 
are 
those 
in 
key 
positions 
who 
say 
ABC-TV 
really has nothing to lose. And 
there are specific plans about 
how the complete alternative 
can be done. 
This, of course, is radical, and 
would 
probably 
give 
much 
pause to top executives at ABC- 
TV, 
although 
one 
brilliant 
broadcasting figure is utterly 
positive that CBS-TV—which he 
claim s has num erous soft spots 
in its schedule—can be overta­ 


ken in the ratings by ABC-TV 
by such radicalism . 
If, however, ABC-TV were to 
continue trying to match up 
against CBS-TV and NBC-TV, it 
might well be best for the 
sm aller network to just stop 
worrying about prestige for a 
while — stop worrying about 
what everyone else, including 
the press, said—and work at 
making itself truly solvent. 
Thus it might be wise to 
invest some very large sums in 
several m ajor stars who can 
have large effect on the ratings, 
and frankly save the culture for 
later. 
Again, this might not be best 
for art, but surely the most 
important thing for ABC-TV 
currently is to remain a true 
competitor 
one 
way or the 
other. And in order to do this it 
has to divest itself of its split 
personality, because only half of 
it has a chance to succeed, and 
that is why there is already 
trade talk referring to ABC-TV 
as half a network. It would not 
be

thing 
for

business, or for the public, if

the 
case, 
because competition is what 
makes 
video, like all else, 
improve.

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War evaders 


Every war this country has fought has seen its share of 
deserters, sitter-outers, evaders and those who could not in 
good conscience participate. 
The Vietnam war is no different, although we sometimes 
get the impression that all these categories are more heavily 
represented than in any previous war. 
Since the beginning of the massive U.S. troop build-up in 
Vietnam three years ago, more than 100,000 servicemen have 
been officially listed as deserters (absent without leave for 
more than 30 days). 
Until last year, however, the desertion rate per 1,000 serv­ 
icemen was comparable to that during the Korean War and 
is still well below the rate during World War n. 
More than 85 per cent of those carried on the rolls as deser­ 
ters eventually turn themselves in voluntarily, says the Penta­ 
gon. Only 853 deserters have sought refuge abroad, and 40 
per cent of these are aliens who have decided that U.S. citi­ 
zenship is not worth the price of military service. 


Another matter entirely is the thousands of young men who 
have signified their opposition to the war or the military by 
fleeing abroad before they could be drafted. An article in the 
National Observer puts the number at 50,000 chiefly in Canada 
and Sweden. 
This figure is probably higher than in any previous conflict, 
though as a percentage of the population, it cannot compare 
with the Revolutionary War when whole families of dissen­ 
ters left the United States permanently for Canadaor the British 
West Indies. 


Draft evasion and resistance were also notorious during 
the Civil War. In July, 1863, draft riots in New York City kill­ 
ed an estimated 1,000 persons. 
What is remarkable about the Vietnam war is not that so many 
young men are voting against it with their feet, but that, in a 
war that is the most unpopular in the nation’s history, there 
have been relatively so few.

W orld report by Henry J. Taylor 
The system 


Fifty-two years ago this month great, 
good news from Russia burst upon an an­ 
xious world. That the Communists have 
changed the date to October is typical, 
and the Reds’ nonsense about freeing 
Russia from the tsar adds its own in­ 
sult to freedom’s injury. 
On March 16, 1917 
Nicholas 
II 
w a s 
aboard t h e 
royal 
train 
inspecting the 
German battlefront. 
There was 
a com­ 
pletely 
functioning 
Russian parliament— 
the 
Duma. It com­ 
prised duly elected 
representatives 
of 
the 
Russian people 
from every district 
of the nation. 
The parliament had met February 27. 
And on the March day it called on the 
tsar to abdicate in favor of a provision­ 
al government formed in Petrograd (Len­ 
ingrad). The government guaranteed his 
personal safety and that of the royal 
family. The tsar signed the abdication 
papers with fatalistic composure. 
Russia was to have a Constitution 
based on ours — a President popularly 
elected, House of Representatives, Sen­ 
ate, Supreme Court, our system of states 
with their states’ rights — our govern­ 
ment in total. 
The parliament voted to remain in 
the war, come what may. 
When the news reached Washington, 
Woodrow Wilson appeared before Con­ 
gress to officially announce it. The 
President said: “ Here is great support 
for the forces fighting for freedom in 
the world, for justice and for peace. Here 
is a fit partner for a league of honor.” 
On March 22, 1917, the United States 
recognized the provisional government. 
We were the first nation in the world to 
do so. 
President Wilson immediately dis­ 
patched the distinguished Elihu Root to 
Petrograd as head of an American mis­ 
sion. France and Great Britain prompts 
ly responded by their recognition. “ This 
is Europe’s springtime. Russia is free,” 
extolled The Times of London. 
Lenin, the Communist profiteer, was 
not even in Russia at the time. In fact, 
he had not been in Russia for 10 years. 
This Red hero sat comfortably in Switz­ 
erland, officially on the Allied govern­ 
ments’ blacklist as an enemy of our war 
efforts — a fifth columnist and sabo- 
teur in the pay of the Germans. There, 
sitting in a Zurich cafe, Lenin learned 
for the first time that the tsar had 
abdicated by reading about it in a Zur­ 
ich newspaper. 
Transported across Germany at Ger­ 
man expense in a Germai*sealed train, 
Lenin came back to seize a free Rus­ 
sian people already liberated from the 
tsar and to make a separate peace with 
Germany. 
Lenin’s first act was to stage a Com­ 
munist demonstration against the Ameri­ 
can Embassy in Petrograd. An utter cow­ 
ard, he extolled his followers from the 
rear and, when his Putsch failed, he fled 
to Finland. 


When the Communist fifth column fin­ 
ally succeeded in assassinatingRussia’s 
provisional government — the horrible 
nights of the long knives that all Reds 
now glorify as “ the October Revolution” 
— Lenin himself seized the super-ai> 
thority that parliament had taken away 
from the tsar. And to this day the So 
viet Union all but ignores the true 
events of February 27-March 16, 1917, 
that actually ended the tsarist rule. 
Lenin shared control of the Red Army 
with Leon Trotsky, who promptly arrived 
fit as a fiddle from Brookly, N.Y, They 
signed a separate peace with paymaster 
Germany at Brest-Litovsk. 
This blow cost our country dearly — 
the most catastrophic blow we suffered 
in the war. President Wilson was ask­ 
ing for a draft of 500,000 Americans. 
Overnight, the German - supported Red 
treachery required a new draft of two 
million. 
Lenin expelled all members and pad- 
locked the parliament. He announced that 
if any attempts were made to hold meet­ 
ings there his Communists would burn 
down the building. (A useful intimidation 
the Nazis later copied from him and em­ 
ployed against the Reichstag building in 
Berlin.) Ordering street demonstrations 
by their trained squads, the conspire 


tors gave the nod that meant life or 
death to the people’s elected represen­ 
tatives. 
On the night of July 16, 1918, the Com­ 
munists ordered the assassination of 
the tsar and his family at Ekaterinburg, 
shot them in a general fusillade, removed 
the seven bodies to a dump and destroy­ 
ed them by fire after having soaked 


them with petroleum. 
From 
Lenin - Trotskv to Brezhnev- 
Kosygin we are not faced by a man. 
We are faced by a system. Color-blind 
Sen. J. William Fullbright, et al, please 
note.

Cut flowers 


The rapidly expanding cut flower in­ 
dustry probably brought county growers 
more than $3.5 million in gross revenues 
during 1968, and the figure should be even 
higher this year, declares County Farm 
Advisor Jack Bivins. 
A virtual sea of plastic-covered green­ 
houses is rising over farmlands along the 
South Coast in the Carpinteria Valley 
area east of Summerland. Expansion of 
the industry in other county areas is 
foreseen. 
Bivins actually feels the gross income 
of the cut flower industry will show a 
rising trend for another 10 years or so. 
It’s hard to believe the figures, which 
show that gross income of the industry 
was only $50,000 just 20 years ago. 
Meanwhile, Bivins said, the Santa 
Ynez River floods early this year ur* 
doubtedly will reduce the quantity and in- 
come from the flower seed industry in 
Lompoc Valley and other Santa Ynez Riv­ 
er areas upriver into Santa Ynez Val­ 
ley. 
This crop has hit the $2.5 million 
gross income figure in other years. Bi­ 
vins declared, but growers in some 
cases “ Won’t produce what they have 
previously, and what they have will be 
expensive next year.” The farm advis­ 
or pointed out that the flower seed in- 
dustry in the north county areas is the 
oldest ornamental industry in the coun­ 
ty. 
High waters not only hit the flower 
seed industry along the Santa Ynez Riv­ 
er plain, but also washed out profits in 
Carpinteria Valley as creeks overflow­ 
ed into greenhouses in some cases. 
The Carpinteria Valley cut flower in- 
dustry got its biggest spurt little more 
than a year ago. Four brothers from 


Holland showed up in the area looking 
for sites. Bivins is credited with steer­ 
ing them into Carpinteria Valley. Some 
persons close to the operations of the 
Van Windergen brothers say they have 
at least a $300,000 investment in greer* 
houses and residences they have built 
alongside the greenhouses. 
A steady output of cut flowers comes 
from the Dutch Brothers greenhouses 
and other greenhouses to be marketed 
in many 
major cities in the United 
States and Canada. They include carna­ 
tions, and chrysanthemums, as well as 
orchids and roses . . . known as the 
“ Big Four.” 
The industry spurts ahead — it was 
shown almost a doubling of gross income 
in the past three years — despite rising 
land costs, which reach and sometimes 
exceed $8,500 an acre, farm observers 
say. Recent land purchases and options 
to buy in Carpinteria Valley alone for 
this purpose has totaled some 75 acres 
with one firm involved. 
Another multi-million dollar orchid 
crop is foreseen for this South Coast 
industry. 
Orchid 
greenhouses extend 
from Dos Pueblos Ranch area west of 
Ellwood to Carpinteria Valley. One grow­ 
er reported the other day he cut about 
10,000 blooms 
from one greenhouse 
alone. Biggest shipping periods are con* 
ing up in anticipation of Easter on April 
6 and Mother’s Day May 11. Valentine’s 
Day shipments also were large this year, 
as was the 1968 Christmas season ship, 
ments. 
The South Coast is cymbidium or­ 
chid country. They are produced in this 
area in greater quantity than in any ott* 
er comparable area in the world, de­ 
clared Bivins.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Information reaching this reporter 
from Hong Kong indicates that the bomb- 
ing halt which he wanted so badly has 
turned out to be a mixed blessing for Ho 
Chi Minh. 
Prior to the halt, 
Ho could blame his 
growing 
economic 
and political 
prob­ 
lems on the bombing. 
He could also use the 
air attacks as a spur 
and as an excuse for 
/ 
forcing people to er* 
dure greater sacri- 
^ 
fices. 
Now Ho has no such 
convenient crutch. 
The people are finding that the bomb- 
ing was not the only cause of North 
Vietnam’s economic stagnation. 


Incrasing numbers of troops mobilized 
and sent southward for the Vietnam war 
and held as backup for that war have 
caused important manpower shortages in 
agriculture and industry. For the most 
part these have been young men of 
prime laboring age. 
The bombing halt, of course, is re­ 
leasing tens of thousands who were 
♦ needed for bridge and road repair. But 
the shortages remain. In part, the r^ 
lease of these men has been offset by 
a lessening of effort in recent months. 
With no war directly facing them at 
home, there has been a letdown. 
So Ho has a morale problem. 
Absenteeism is growing on the docks 


at Haiphong, North Vietnam’s maj< 
port. Black markets are flourishing 
goods pilfered by idle dock workei 
from the mountains of goods in tl 
port areas. Officials complain that maj 
men don’t find it possible to put 
full time at their jobs, they’re so bin 
pilfering and black marketing. 
There are reports of serious po 
management corruption and waste i 
well. 
Ho’s troubles are not limited to tl 
ports. Black markets are reported gro' 
ing in tea, sugar cane, cotton and ric 
Rice production has fallen more se 
iously than predicted, and shortagi 
must be made up by more severe r 
tioning and increased imports of rt< 
from Communist China and wheat fro 
Russia. 
Coal output continues to decline. 
There are slowdowns in forestry, co 
struction, the light industries and fls 
ing. Work lags at the collective farn 
because farmers are busy with their o> 
private — and more profitable -plot 
None of this is to suggest Hanoi 
now ready to end the war in Sou 
Vietnam or prepared to make maji 
concessions at Paris. Ho and his men a 
dogmatists willing to make much grei 
er sacrifices than this to achieve the 
ends. 
Effectiveness of the bombing was e\ 
denced by Ho’s extreme determination 
get it stopped. 
What these reports seem to say 
now that the bombing is stopped, thin 
are not as rosy for Ho’s planners 
thev had expected.
